Wljeii 1 arrived it was election time. The 
li-iroiiyh and county election produced vast 
e.vcilcment. The .Amerieans tried tu obtain 
a majority in the local I'arliiimciii, lo 
for annexing lhi« colony to the Stales. They 
were, however, quite (dieeked,— the fii.mli- 
iim ciroke was ^^iveii by the immigration of 
roToreil (African) rainilie.s, who are very res- 
ipeclalil.', iiiid faitlilully loynl '•'"''^^ 
lam. I lure this liuuse of one. Some n| 
ttieip are sliMily coinnuiiiii'.aiits of the 
Church. They are pleased to coniribiile to 
our objeota ; one of them gave £4 at a recent 
collection in church for the hospital. Thoy 
corno ill ^'real number.* from California, 
whore they are not well treated. I liear 
illial many more intend coming'. May Ihey 
not only lind in tlii.s colony of Britain polith 
oal freedom from eaiinly nlaveiy, but mav 
Kn^Liiul's Chuiiili here supply them with 
true Cospel coinrorl, ami may they always 
<ind in her a bhelterinf; care for their immor- 
Ul souls. 

There has been a sharp cnnteiitioii nn the 
question of loolor; the AiimricaiiH, re(Uiiriii« 
that the colored people should not be allowed 
to occupy the same plact! wilh them in wor- 
hliip. One Indejieiuleiil .Minister, a Mr. 
.McFyt!, favoreil ihoir uiicliriHtiaii narrow- 
ness; another maintained Ihe KnuHsh prin- 
ciple, that there shoiilH he no ditfereiico in 
(iic house of God. He hi<i, liowever, been 
tlirown ovur by the Socio'iy in London who 
maintained him, Iho " British Colonial Mis- 
sionary Society." Mr. Clark nobJy upheld 
(he Chiislian and Kii^jlisli Hoiilimeiit ; but 
his paUfJiis have ilccideil anairisl liini, and 
iie has to leave iho place ; lui seems a very 
recpeotable man, too kooiI for his employei". 

This inloicoiirso wilh ilio duHcuiKlaiiii of 
former African hliiviiH is a deeply iiilutehliii« 
ftiatiiii! in this Mission. Who cu'i tell, il 
our hands ure strenijthud in lime, liiu bless- 
ed efleots whiohioroo Miiiioiiariei from this 
jilace may in future bring to the land of their 
Inlhors.

nOHANlSM. 

The Roman Catholic Bishop Demas ha.i 
not seemed pleased at the cordial reception 
I have met with, and in consequence voted 
against the Government at the election. I 
imagine he has incensed his pi^ople against 
me. I have had to endure little inconveni- 
ences, in the stoppage of my supply of milk, 
and other trivial matters. 1 think if likely I 
may have trouble from the lloniaiiisls. At 
present they are not strong. They are, how- 
ever, forward in the matter of education, 
both in the cases' of boys and cirls. 

COMKGIATE INSTITUTION. 

I am aii.\ious to find a good man to take 
the headship of a collegiate in,»/litiition. It 
will be well supported, I doubt tiol. 1 be- 
lieve I could promise him i.'t'i(lll per aiiiiiim 
and a residence. It is con.sidered probabl.; 
that a good Kiigli.sli eclncnlioii here would 
atlract the sous of many Knglish people in 
California. Tiie buildiii'; will be erected on 
a fine .'-ite overlooking the town and harbor, 
ne.ir ihe public park and the .sea. I should 
like to plant here a ijerm of sound religious 
Jeariiiiig, whirdi might he:(.Mfter be the great 
Northern University of these Wet^lern re- 
gions; nnd which might send forth Mission- 
aries lo lighten even China itself Tin' 
Americans ihinic highly of education. It i.s 
much valued by them, and our English sys- 
tem is more substantial than theirs. I must 
have ;i in;in of liiuh ciiar.icter aiiil cidilire, 
u ho » ciulii wisclij secure the Institution on a 
sound basis. Boys of the upper cla.s_s go at 
present to the Roman Caiholic Bishop's 
.school, who engages not to teach religion. 
The ca.ie, iherefoie, is urgent.

Sisters of Mercy are ihe only persons liele 
I'ligaiied in llie "tiducation of girls of the bet- 
ter classe.s.

EVKNrNr. SKiivjcE. 

I am very fortunalo invAlr. Oridge, the 
original Clergyman here. Ho is a_ triily 
good man, a sincere and devout Christian. 
He enters into all iny plans, and is n groat 
support to me. At my suggestion, he has 
iusl opened his church for Evening Service. 
It stands on a hill, and is n .striking object 
over the whole town — lighted np, it was a 
beacon, the invitation of which could 
not be resisted, and from the (irst tho con- 
gregation has been good. I preach every 
morning, and somelirnes in the evening. 
We have seven Sunday .Services for tlii.s 
district and neighborhood now. The first 
collections at Christ Church weie far the 
Hospital. Wo collected at the three ser- 
vices above jEtiO] This would be respecta- 
ble even in Old'England. 

1 will conclude Ibis letter with a few e.v- 
tracts from my journal respecting tho 
Indians. 

The Indian subject is one of great an.\iely, 
mingled w iih hope and encouragement. 
Then; are very many, and ihey are fast be- 
coming corrupted by European vices. 1 
.stood and watched a poor Indian the other 
day who was inlo.vicated. lie ran frantical- 
ly round and round in a circle, and kept 
uttering loud talk in English! He i-epeated 
coiitinirally ihe same lew words— pel haps 
all he knew ; they contained a low and blas- 
phemous oa//i .' Vet these poor creatures 
lire intelligent, and capable of reverence and 
thought of God. 

VISlT.s TO INOrANS. 

Tuesday, Jan. 17. — .Mr. Poinherton. the 
magistrate, anil IMr. Critlge, accoiiipaiiied 
lilt; lo the Indian reserve. We met ihe 
chief of one tribe — the Songi.sh. Ili.s name 
is " Freezy." He invited us to his hut. It 
was placed ill the Indian village, which is 
cuinposed of about iwenty lari-e sipiur.- 
wooden ereclioiis, of plank buai il ing. an J 
llat, illniaile tups, throiiu'h which air and 
water could j)loiilitully enter, each about 
lifiy feet square. 

Freezy's dwelling was in one ol ihe~e. 
ll was partitioned off, the front open lo the 
inside. Oil three sides weie recesses, under 
a siib-rooliriu' or ciuiopv, in which were 
l;n IMS of niattin:^ lor lieds. In tin; ceiitrc 
wiis a .^mall w nod lire, at wliii b u ere H\ o 
wuiiien and a lilile boy. We look sc.ils al 
once. I was placed in the nii.hlli- as iho 
Tyhee, or chief. Three friiMiJs, ilu; ,-,inn- 
ci llors, came in, wrapjied in their blankets;

Postal. 

Some Btops should be taken by our post 
office deiiartiueDt to secure ii more rapid and 
regular truiisinission of tlie mails from the 
British North American Provinoos to these 
colonips. A large portion of our population 
are provincinlH; and their letters and papers, 
from some unexplained cause, do not come 
to hand or are for longer delayed on the •woy 
thiin necessary. From .Upper Canadn, mail 
matter conies to htind earlier than from 
•ither of the other Provinces. From thu 
I.iower Provinces letters are often delayed n 
month to two months lieyond the time ; and 
what is wor-e, many never come at nil. 
iMuuh of the irregularity we think iy due to 
the iiMiorauce uf the Provincial postmasterH 
of tlio nearest and proper route to lake. 

A letter was received here, a short lime 
afjo, that was sent by mail steamers from 
Ualifa.\ to St. Thomao, to come out to Pana- 
ma via the Wesl India lino of steamers, and 
thence by ihe United States mail to this 
place. Instead. of that it relumed to Hali- 
fax by the same steamer that carried it out; 
was sent to New. Brunswick, thence through 
Lower Canada on to Windsor, Upper Cana- 
da. From there it found its way to ]\ew 
York, and from that here. Such is but one 
instance of the journeys some of our mail 
matter takes to reach us ; and .•<ucli instances 
could be multiplied ad infinitum. We know 
no way in which to rectify tlie evil, e.Ajepi 
for our department to open a corru.spondencu 
with the Posiina.sler-Generals in the Pro- 
vinces, and agree upon the shortest and 
most speedy routes for the regular and rapid 
transmission of the mails, and then acquaint 
the ofiices within each jurisdiction. It is a 
matter that may bo easily done at a tiillmg 
cost, and certainly deserves immediate con- 

•IdorHtion. 



VVaddlvotOin's Rkgistratio.n or Votkrs 
liiLi.. — This excellent bill, drawn up and 
introduced into the A.ssembly by Mr. Wad- 
dington, is likely to be laid on Ihe shelf this 
session. The consequence will be the per- 
petuation of the rascally frauds that exist 
under the present registration. It appears 
that any measure likely to purify the elec- 
tions and enable the voice of the. people to 
be heard, is to be wilfully strangled, in order 
to execute the behests of unprincipled poli- 
ticians. Should an election occur in any 
district, an imperfect list made a year ago is 
to decide thu election ; anil this list ina<le 
solely for 1859. Tho comluct of the Ob- 
structives on this fiuestion is of the most re- 
prehensible character; and except ,«otrie 
convincing deinonstration is mailt; against 
ihem, the labors of such men as iMr. Wud- 
diiigton are useless. A Irw weeks will 
show the sum total of Obst.-nctive legisla- 
tion during a year; and should tho Regis- 
tration of Voters' Bill be emasculated or ne- 
gatived, there is but one course open. 
Within a brief period, three prominent gen- 
tlemen in the Reform ranks will leave for 
England. Let them leave armed with testi- 
monials and a mammoth petition, and our 
wishes will be co nceded. 

LiCEhSEs.— Within a few days the next 
instalment on liquor licenses will come duu ; 
and if the bill before the Assembly is not 
passed, (be old rate will be enforced. The 
competition in the business i* already so 
great, and the license so exirovaganily high, 
that tho small reiluclion proposed would 
))rove a help to li.juor dealers. If the bill, 
then, becomes la.v In-fore the next pnyment, 
ttii-. sniull lulviuilagii would lie f.'aineil. It 
is hoped, ihiiriifore, that it may bo passed ill
